TEMPERANCE, 


In regard to temperance, Tain inclined 
to think that the inhabitants of Southern 
Italy, and of the wine growing countries 
venerally, enjoy a reputation somewhat be- 
yond their deserts, It is true that it is 
very rare to see aman absolutely drunk ; 
but is not uncommon to see those who 
have drank more than is good for them. 
Bat even where excess is avoided, the con- 
stant use of wiue in considerable quantities 
is unfavorable both to health and good 
morals: to health, from the febrile and in- 
fHammatory state of the system to which 
it leads, and to good morals, from the irri- 
tability of temper and quarrelsome spirit 
which it induces. If the proportion of the 
cases of stabbing brought to the Roman 
hospitals which oceur in or near, wine-shops 
could be known, [have no question that 
it would furnish a strong fact wherewith to 
point the exhortations of a temperance 
lecturer. There is an added temptation to 
‘drink abundantly of wine, from the nature 
of the usual food of the common people. 
This, being principally vegetable, does not, 
especially in cold weather, supply the waste 


| ef nervous energy, but leaves, even when 


the appetite is satisfied, a_certain dull and 
indefinable craving, ‘like being filled but 
not fed; Wine relieves this sense of flat- 
ness and inertness by the momentary glow 
and fillip dt gives to the languid blood; but 
the relief thus derived is like the heat of a 
fire of thorns, and there is thus constant 
inducement to repeat and increase the 
remedy. If the common people of Rome 
and its neighborhood could eat more meat 
and would drink less wine, there is little 
question that their health and morals would 
be the better for the change. 


INHABILANTS OF THE VICINITY, 


The inhabitants-of the mountainous re- 
gions near Rome are, generally speaking, a 
tine-looking race. The men are well-formed, 
and, in their mevement and bearing, free 
and graceful. They fall naturally into 
‘striking and statuesque attitudes, and, 
when speaking, break into kindling and 
expressive gestures. The women did not 
seem to me so handsome as the men, though 
among them are often fine heads and 
striking countenances. From their habit 
of carrying burdens upon the head, they 
are very erect, and their gait and move- 
ment are full of emphasis and expression.

In young men and women both, there is a 
great deal of a kind of beauty to which 
our Northern eyes are not mueh accustom- 
ed—that derived from color alone. _With 
them, the tone of coloring is Venetian; 
with us, Umbrian. The complexion is of 
a rich, healthy yellow, with a burnish and 
glow upon it like that of a ripe nectarine; 
the eyes are of a sparkling browa or black; 


sive raven hair shines with a sort of metal- 
lic light, like a bit of freshly-broken an- 
thracite coal, These fine colors, so com- 
mon in Italy, are in part the result of that. 
vpen-air life which all the people lead. In 
Southern Italy, at least, no man or woman, 
especially in the rural regions, stays under 
a roof any longer than is inevitable. Every 
person who has lived in Rome or its neigh- 
borhood, must have noticed the antipathy 
felt by the inhabitants to a fire. An Italian 
child, from the moment he is born, begins 
to know the light and air of heaven. He 
tumbles about the grass like a dropped 
orange. Even when within doors, the sun- 
shine and the wind blows in through huge 
yawning windows—if windows they can be 
called, which are without glass or shutters 
—and through great openings where doors 
ought to be, but are not. He never 
breathes an atmosphere poisoned by stoves 
or furnaces, but grows up in the sunshine 
and the breeze. Thus it is rare to see a 
sickly complexion, and almost every coun- 
tenance has a look of ripeness and sound- 
ness. 

The peasantry near Rome, both male 
and female, are fond of showy costumes, 
and they have a native taste for the dis- 
position of colors, and the appropriate use 
of ornaments of gold and silver. On all 
festival and holiday occasions, when they 
appear in their best attire, the general effect 
produced, is very fine, and forms a strong 
attraction to artists, who learn here the 
difference between costume and dress. _

Mr. Epitor:—Our Theological. ‘world has 
been greatly excited of late—I may say,start- 
led—by the appearance of a daring hypothe- 
sis to account for the existence of sin in our 
world. A finished, solid, argumentative and 
learned discussion of pages, 12 mo— 
ranging up and down this subject. historical- 
ly, controversially, exigetically, with a 
vigorous. and determined movement, only 
a strong mind can, and advocating a hypo- 
fhesis novel and strange and. startling, has

The work to which I reter is Dr. Edward 

Beecher's Conflict of Ages. The conflict to 
Which he refers, is that which has taken 
place around the question,—How can the hon- 
or and goodness of God be maintained in 
view of the facts of man’s fallen condition? 
Hesays that,though sect has been warring with 
sect, and men with men ever since the time 
of husustine on this point, no hypothesis 
has yet been presented which does not do vi- 
olence to the one side or the other of the 
facts. Those who yindicate God, as Pela- 
gius, underestimate depravity and sin; and 
those who adequately measure the depth and 
intensity of man’s sinful condition by na- 
ture. as Augustine and Edwards, do not vin- 
dicate God. And the solution, which he 
urges, and which he thinks will meet all the 
conditions of the problem, is that the souls 
of men must have had a preéxistence—that 
we are in short, the fallen angels, to whom 
God has given the plivilege of another pro- 
bation. On this supposition, and on this 
alone, he thinks we can justify God in view 
of our native sinful condition. If in a pre- | 
vious state man in the possession of all his 
powers fell into sin,and if nowGod in sovereign 
mercy takes one after another of the fallen, 
and brings them into this world, we 
have here a system which explains all the 
facts of sin as developed in the deepest 
christian experience, and which fully vindi- 
cates the character of God. 

In developing this hypothesis, the author 
first states the logical conflict which exists, 
and has existed, in connection with this sub- 
ject, and which according to him, must exist 
on all the other hypotheses. Then he states 
the conflict in Christian experience; then 
brings out his own theory; then reviews the 
whole question historically; and finally con-

Hints as to Manures. 

Jt is a well known fact that hoofs, hairs, 
feathers, skins, wool, coutain more than o0 
per cent. of carbon, and from 15 to 18 per 
eent. of nitrogen, besides’ sulpher, salts 
of lime, of soda and of magnesia. 
These substance therefore, the 
first rank, as it were, amongst manures; 
and, as a long time is reqnired for their de- 
composition, their action may often last for 
seven or eight years, ‘They yield excelleut 
results, especially when made into com- 
post for potatoes, turnips, hops, hay, and, 
generally, on meadow-land. Hairs spread
